CLAIMS TO IMMORTALITY 


The session will be memorable for two 
things, neither of which has any direct bearing 
on the present situation of debt and distress, and 
both of which bear the imprint of political 
strategy. Major Douglas is being brought back 
to Alberta; and the newspapers have been 
muzzled under penalty of crushing fines or 
imprisonment. 

It is to be hoped Major Douglas knows why 
he has been engaged; certainly nobody else out- 
side the Government knows, and if the Minis- 
ters know they are holding a discreet silence 
on the subject. He has been engaged for a two 
year period, with no suggestion that he is 
expected or wanted to produce a Social Credit 
plan earlier than that. And meantime the ex- 
Premier and the Speaker of the Assembly have 
been pouring hot shot into Mr, Aberhart’s 
Social Credit proposals. Is it the hope that 
Major Douglas will condemn the Aberhart pro- 
posals, and thus extinguish the “wild fire’ Mr. 
Brownlee has been talking about? 

As to the newspapers, the object is quite 
clear. They are being forbidden, on the eve of 
the election, to refer to matters of a kind which 
have hitherto been open to publicity within the 
bounds of the Criminal Code of Canada. It is 
improbable such events would have been dis- 
cussed in any general way in the papers in any 
case. 

That is not the point. If the press can be 
curbed in one direction, and the public deprived 
of information they are entitled to have, it can 
be curbed in other directions as well. 

An entirely new issue has thus been thrown 
into the arena. Are we to have in Alberta the 
freedom of the press as this prevails in the other 
prov es of Canada? Or are newspapers to be 
published at the discretion and on the say-so 
of the Attorney General?

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The Passing Show |What To Do For Mild Case;|SIDE GLANCES

The expected has happened at last. Riots 
have broken out in a Canadian city. Two 
thousand men, young, strong and filled with 
the primitive urge for work, home and free- 
dom, have rebelled against being kept in celi- 
bate cantonments. They have had hot cakes 
for breakfast, but as one of 
their spokesmen before a 
Commission of Enquiry said, 
“It isn't hot cakes we want. 
We want work and wages.” 

Windows have been 
smashed on Vancouver's 
main business street. In a 
large department store thou- 
sands of dollars worth of 
showcases were demolished. 
The police were defied. 
Mayor McGeer, leader of the 
attack upon the conditions which have robbed 
the masses of their homes, their employment 
and their savings, had to pause in his fight 
against the private-money octopus to read the 
Riot Act from the steps of the Vancouver Ceno- 
taph. 

The reading of the Riot Act, as a Labor 
member told the rioters, heralded a change 
from police clubs to bullets. The men dis- 
persed, but the trouble is not over. It is still 
simmering in the cqast city, which has an epi- 
demic of robberies with assaults and lawless- 
ness. 

Edmonton reliefers, though not suffering the 
particular grievances that led to the Vancouver 
riot, have complaints of their own. They threat- 
en a strike. The Vancouver outbreak may be 
the match which will fire the tinder of revolt 
across Canada.

Premier Bennett is in London. He will don 
his gold lace Windsor uniform with black silk 
pants and make obeisance to His Majesty. He 
will attend many of those dinners which have 
been his undoing before. Mayhap by the magic 
of the royal command he will be suddenly 
transformed from an acquisitive Canadian 
lawyer-politician with an appetite for choc- 
olates into a noble per of the realm. But that 
will not cure the ills of Canada. 

The monetary system which gives control 
of the money-issuing and withdrawing power 
to a private group of profiteers is at the root of 
our troubles, Far from seeking to free Canada 
from the grip of the money-profiteers and of 
the interest system, Mr. Bennett who is a bene- 
ficiary of the interest system has shackled it 
more tightly upon the nation. He has pro- 
claimed it a religion. 

It would be easy enough to end the Van- 
couver riot—and any other riot that may occur 
in Canada. Men are not asking anything out- 
side the claims of right, or the ability of the 
State to satisfy. All they ask is work and wages. 

A limited program of work and wages has 
been ordered by Premier Bennett. All over the 
country—Edmonton and Vancouver included— 
he has ordered additions to the barracks for the 
Mounted Police. Some new air fields are to be 
laid out. In the event of the riots becoming 
serious the beneficiaries of the interest system 
will be able to hire and house large numbers 
of other poor men and send them out with rifles 
to shoot down their brothers who are seeking 
work and wages by violent protest, or have 
them successfully bombed from the skies by 
chaps on $1.50 a day. 

But even if all the rioters were subdued by 
bomb and bayonet, it wouldn't remove the 
trouble. There'd be another crop of dispossessed 
men and youths in the celibate cantonments 
within six months. Three years later they'd be 
rebelling too. 


Apart from the damage rioters may do to 
the property of innocent citizens, the policy of 
keeping able-bodied men on relief in the cities, 
or in celibate cantonments in isolated regions 
of the country, is a most expensive one. It is 
much more expensive than a program of work 
and wages. Work and wages, in the end, would 
add to the wealth of the nation instead of caus- 
ing a loss. 

The Dominion becomes wealthy only by 
development. Undeveloped a century ago it 
had so little value that Mr. Gladstone wanted 
to make a gift of it to United States, thinking 
it would not be worth the friction it might cause 
our big neighbor. 

Our country is crying for work to be done 
upon it. Shortly I shall have to go to the coast 
to drive a car back for use here. At the Auto 
Association, the expert in charge has mapped 
out a route for me. It runs south from Van- 
couver into United States, through Washington 
and Idaho and then back into Canada. For lack 


of 146 miles of easily constructed highway 
through the Yellowhead Pass to connect the 
highway system of Alberta and British Colum- 
bia, Canad motorists like myself have to 
detour ndreds of miles through a foreign

Of “Sick” Gall Bladder 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In a mild, chronic case, it is often the best 
plan to put the patient on a diet on which she 
gets along well, thus providing her with relief 
from the digestive distress. The symptoms may 
be so slight that all the patient asks is enough 
benefit so she can go on with her ordinary acti- 
vities. Frequently, the case 
is such that an operation is 
not needed and the regimen 
to be outlined must be one 
that enables the patient to go 
on about her duties with the 
gall bladder in. I find that 
many surgeons now realize 
that in these mild cases, sur- 
gery may not be advisable 
and in fact, may not produce 
satisfactory results. It is 
therefore being recommended 
more and more that a non-surgical treatment 
be tried first and draining or removing the gall 
bladder be delayed until further developments 
show it necessary. 

In working out a diet which will give the 
patient the greatest possible relief, the sensible 
thing to do is to have the patient avoid those 
foods which experience has shown to make the 
symptoms worse in her particular case. I also 
advise that smaller meals be taken, in fact, 
over eating is one of the chief things to avoid. 

The patient usually gets along better by 
avoiding fatty foods in the diet and by leaving 
out those foods fried in fat. For example, 
gravies, fat meats, rich desserts or pastries in 
which shortening has been used, and whipped 
cream, should be omitted. As a general rule, 
a moderate amount of butter may be used. 

The patient is to take for breakfast one egg, 
prepared by any manner except frying, with 
Melba Toast and stewed prunes. For lunch: 
a salad and cooked vegetables. For dinner: a 
moderate amount of lean beef, chicken or fish 
to which is added a salad and cooked vegetables. 
A simple dessert such as jello or stewed fruit 
may be well tolerated. A great deal of salt or 
other flavoring is better omitted. 

During the day, plenty of water is to be 
taken and many patients find that drinking a 
large glass of water about one half hour before 
the meal is a good plan as it may aid in improv- 
ing bile drainage. Normal intestinal elimination 
must be secured, using the enema if it does not 
oceur. 

I also advise regular exercise which is of 
value because it brings about a definite im- 
provement and helps to prevent sluggishness of 
both liver and gall bladder. Walking each day 
is the est single exercise, if the patient walks 
vigorously. As the strength permits, the dis- 
tance walked is to be gradually increased. 
Walking should be placed first on the list al- 
though other exercise may be added such as 
swimming, or golfing. 

At those times when the gall bladder symp- 
toms are most noticeable, and when the aching 
sensation is present over the gall bladder, active 
exercises should be omitted. However, they are 
to be resumed when the distress abates. Hot 
applications may help in providing temporary 
relief. 

By carefully observing this general regimen, 
considerable improvement will be secured in 
the average case of mild cholecystitis and in 
many instances, the symptoms will entirely dis- 
appear and the patient will suffer no further 
distress as long as a sensible mode of living 
is continued. ,

The legislature of Lower Can- 
ada and later of Quebec has been 
adamant against any giving of the 
vote to women in provincial elec- 
tions, though, when qualified, 
they enjoy it in certain munici- 
palities, and, thanks to federal 
legislation, are able to vote on 
equality with males in federal 
elections.
